One of the most 
circumstantial 
reports 
of the 
disaster 
says the 
first explosion occurred in labora­ 
tory' No. 53 of the old plant of the 
Bad che company at Oppau. 
The 
laboratory was raised bodily by air 
pressure from the shock and col­ 
lapsed. 
Not a stogie one of the 
SOU workers in it escaped, the ac­ 
count states. 
Tile 
disaster appears to have 
been one of the 
most 
terrible in 
history of industrial catastrophes. 
The 
first 
explosion 
occurred 
when shifts were being changed at 
7 a. rn.. 
This explosion was followed by a 
rapid succession of others render­ 
ing assistance to the first victims 
impossible. . Concussions w’ere so 
terrific that they were felt in this 
city 
thirty-five 
miles 
from 
the 
scene. 
In Mannheim every window 
was shattered and several persons 
w’ere killed and many others injur­ 
ed by debris. 
Nothing of Oppftu remains but a 
heap of ruins. 
The shock was felt 
as far as Frankfort, 
forty 
miles 
away. 
The whole section was en­ 
veloped in thick smoke, which to­ 
gether with 
the

Palatinate through explosions in a 
chemical products plant according 
to a Mayence message to the H a­ 
vas agency received today. 
The town of Oppau was entirely 
destroyed by the explosions the re­ 
port stated. The force of the shocks 
were felt for eighteen miles around.

The 
Republican quotes the Buenos Aires 
Standard as saying: 
We cleared a 
thousand square 
leagues of savages 
just to hand them over to brigands," 
and it declares that the brigands are 
having things so much tHeir own way 
that it may be desirable to institute 
a “traveling tribunal of high justice, 
with executioner 
and 
portable gib­ 
bet." 
From this it appears that, while 
there have been changes since Hudson 
wrote his “Idle 
Days in Patagonia," 
the changes have by no moans elimi­ 
nated the wildness of that wild land. 
The savages have been tamed, But the 
bandits have taken 
their plfece, and 
the latter are probably far worse than 
the former. 
Says the Springfield Re­ 
publican in 
regard 
to 
the 
present 
status of that vast territory: 
“While a large part of Patagonia, 
which was definitely established as 
territory of the 
Argentine 
Republic 
by the treaty of 1881 with Chile, is 
barren land, there are regions toward 
the north, 
extending 
from the foot 
hills of the Andes, which contain rich 
lorests and which offer excellent ran­ 
ges for sheep and cattle grazing. Also 
strongholds for increasing 
hordes of 
robbers, who prey upon industry, hold 
wealthy and 
prominent 
victims for 
ransom, and defy the scattered force 
of soldiers and police that the govern­ 
ment is able to send 
against* them. 
More than 
four-fifths of the inhabi­ 
tants of Patagonia, it is said, are of 
foreign birth, mostly of Latin origin. 
The banditry seems to be more like 
that of a predatory caste, such as the 
mountain robbers of Spain and Italy, 
than of the reckless bad men of our 
pioneer West. Nor has it, apparently, 
the political aspect w hich characteriz­ 
ed the marauding expeditions of Villa 
and his like in Mexico. 
It is profes­ 
sional crime carried on under most fa­ 
vorable conditions." 
It will probably be many years be­ 
fore 
Patagonia 
becomes 
civilized 
country. 
Its distances 
are 
magnifi­ 
cent; its remote parts are difficult of 
access; over large portions of it the 
soil is not such 
as to invite develop­ 
ment. 
The 
Springfield 
Republican 
thinks that the restriction of immigra­ 
tion into the United States will divert 
immigrants from this country to Pata­ 
gonia as well 
as to other 
parts of 
South America, but whether this is a 
good guess or not remains to be seen. 
On the whole it is comforting to hear, 
once in a while, that 
there 
are still 
great tracts of 
the 
earth’s 
surface 
which are not yet settled thickly, and 
which remain much as they were in 
the early days of human history. Just 
to know that 
there 
are 
still 
such 
places helps to satisfy what might be 
termed the 
romantic 
needs of man.. 
When all 
the 
remote 
wildernesses 
have bei?n turned 
into 
farms, there 
will be a greater quantity of food to 
eat— and a greater number of mouths 


to eat it— but the world won't be as 
interesting as it is today.
